That he asked Ickes to stop 
the filing of the Department of 
Justice test suit on tidelands 
oil, with the plea that it would 
be a political mistake, and that 
substantial campaign contribu- 
tions could be obtained from 
California oil men if they were 
promised the suit would not be 
instituted: 

That, when Norman M. Littell 
was assistant attorney general 
in charge of the lands division, 
Pauley tried hard to persuade 
him against recommending in- 
stitution of the test suit; 

That Pauley, who mixed oil 
and politics, lobbied actively for 
passage of the pending quit- 
claim legislation that would kill 
the test case, after he had failed 
to stop filing of the case in the 
Supreme Court; 

That the Government of Mexi- 
co had never actually approved 
his proposed contract for con- 
struction of a refinery in Mex- 
ico City; 

That he had given an ultima- 
tum to a State Department offi- 
cial to withdraw objection 
the contract or “be liquidated.” 

Pauley in previous testimony 


had denied each of ‘hese allega-| 


tions when they were read to 
him, tn substance, from a series 
of disclosures published by the 
Post-Dispatch. After Pauley made

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CHARGES EFFORT TO CHANGE 
PEARL HARBOR TESTIMONY 


Capt. Safford Says Agent of Forrestal Urged 
Him in 1945 to Testify He Did Not See 
“Winds”? Code Message. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2 (AP)— 
Naval Capt. L. F. Safford testified 
today that a representative gf the 
Secretary of Navy had made a 
“determined effort” in 1945 to get 
| him to tell a Pearl Harbor inquiry 
court that no Japanese “winds” 
message had been intercepted. 

Testifying before the Senate- 
House Pearl Harbor Committee, 
Capt. Safford named this rep- 
resentative as Lt. Comdr. John 
Sonnett. 

He said Sonnett was a special 
representative of Secretary of the 
Navy and legal adviser to Adm. 
H. Kent Hewitt. who conducted a 
inguiry into the Pearl 
Harbor disaster in mid-1945 at the 
direction of Secretary [Torrestal. 

“In 1945 there was a determined 
effot made to have me reverse

“meant war” with the Japanese, 
had been received and decoded in 
the Navy Department Dec. 4, 1941, 
72 hours before the Pearl Harbor 
strike.

Claughton said that he, mem- 
bers of his family and “some 
friends” have been buying stock 
of the C.& E.I. for. some time. He 
said he did not know just how 
much they controlled at present, 
but added, “I am putting every 
spare dollar I get into stock of 
the three companies.” 

“Merger of the three roads is 
an ideal prospect,” he said. “It 
would mean the salvation of all 
three roads and result in a tre- 
mendous improvement in the serv- 
ice rendered the territories served 
by them. It is my desire to work 
toward that end.” 

Lines of the C. & E, I. railroad 
run from Chicago to Evansville, 
Ind., and to St. Louis. Merger of 
the company’s 900 miles of track 
with the 3000 miles of the Kafy 
would effect, for the first time, a 
through railroad line from Chi- 
cago to Galveston, Tex.

INQUIRY IN REPORTS OF SHIRT 
HOARDING BEGUN BY U.S, 


Complaints Recéived That Manu- 
facturers Are Holding Clothing 
Off Market 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 2 (AP) — 
Reports that manufacturers are 
hoarding shirts and other cloth- 
ing today became the subject of 
Justice Department investigation. 
The department’s anti-trust and 
criminal divisions both were 
ordered to look into the matter 
yesterday by Attorney General 
Clark. A spokesman for the de- 
partment, who declined use of 

his name, told reporters: 

“Complaints are being received 
by the department all the time 
about the clothing situation. Re- 
turning veterans generally cannot 
get clothes and what they do get 
is high priced.” 

The official said the inquiry 
would seek to determine whether 
clothing is being withheld from 
the market by manufacturers, and 
if so for what purpose, Also if 
any laws are being violated. 

In New York, shirt and under- 
wear manufacturers had _=s said 
earlier that liberalization of OPA’s 
maximum price regulations would 
release about 3,000,000 shirts now 
being held up because of these 
regulations,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2 (AP)— 
President Truman today gave his 
“complete and unqualified” sup- 
port.to Gen. Omar N. Bradley in 
the controversy over Bradley’s op- 
eration of the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration. 

Bradley yesterday denied charges 
by John Stelle, American Legion 
commander, that there has been 
a “tragic breakdown” under his 
administration. 

Charles G. Ross, White House 
press secretary, told reporters to- 
day: | 

“I should like to say for the 
President that Gen. Bradley has 
the complete and unqualified sup- 
port of President Truman. 

“The President does not feel 
that Mr. Stelle in his attack on 
Bradley is speaking for the Amer- 
ican Legion. : 

“The President considers that 
Gen. Bradley has done a fine job 
under extremely difficult condi- 
tions. In other words, he is back- 
ing Gen. Bradley up to the hilt.” 

Eisenhower's Support. 

Stelle’s demand for Bradley’s 
ouster ran into sharp opposition 
from other veterans’ organizations, 
and Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
pledged him support 
anytime.” 

Eisenhower told reporters yes- 
tea:day he was not familiar with 
the Legion’s demand for an in- 
vestigation of Bradley, but he con- 
sidered the general one of the 
greatest living Americans. 

“If Gen, Bradley needs any sup- 
port,” he said, “here is one who 
will fly anywhere, anytime to sup- 
port him.” 

Bradley said he would welcome 
the congressional investigation 
which the Legion sought. He as- 
serted definite progress had been 
made in his “short six months of 
stewardship.” 

Congressmen Appear Cautious. 


Members of Congress appeated 


cautious about intervening in the 
controversy at this time. A few 
said they thought something was 
wrong with the functioning of the 
Veterans’ Administration, but 
others thought Bradley should 
have a chance to show what he 
could do. 

The American Legion mean- 
while modified its demand for 
Bradley’s removal in favor of “a 
seasoned business man.” 

Stelle said in New York last 
night that he did not necessarily 
seek Bradley’s ouster and that the 
general would have Legion sup- 
port if he could do the job. He 
added the problem was “a ques- 
tion of action, not of individual.” 

It was Stelle who signed the 
Legion’s letter to all congressmen 
yesterday demanding an investi- 
gation of the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration and asserting that the 
agency should be headed by a 
business man “not a soldier, how- 
ever good a soldier he may be.” 

Others Indorse Bradley. 

The Legion’s attack on Brad- 
ley rallied to his defense the na- 
tional representatives of Veterans 
of Foreign Wars, Military Order 
of the Purple Heart, Disabled 
American Veterans, American Vet- 
erans’ Committee, American Vet- 
erans of World War II, and the 
CIO Veterans’ Committee. 

These organizations indorsed 
Bradley for the work he had done

BERLIN, Feb. 2 
United States, Britain, Russia and 
France announced tonight they 
had reached a general understand- 
ing in smashing Germany’s 
chances of ever waging war again, 
even with ersatz products, by bar- 
ring nine new key industries in- 
cluding synthetic gasoline and 
rubber, 

The order outlawed even heavy 
agricultural tractors and heavy 
machine tools, Primary aluminum 
and magnesium, synthetic ammo- 


nia, ball and taper roller bearings 
and certain war chemicals also 
were barred, 

While agreeing on abolishing 
these industries within Germany, 
the Allied Control Council provid- 
ed that the bar would be “subject 
in certain cases to the necessity 
for providing exports to pay for 
imports and to availability in 
world markets.” 

The United States, Britain and 
Russia at Potsdam previously 
had directed the elimination of 
all German plants capable of pro- 
ducing arms, ammunition and im- 
plements of war of all types, air- 
eraft and seagoing ships. 

Brig. Gen. William H. Draper 
Jr. chief of the American econ- 
omics division, emphasized that 
the general agreement—and some 
progress—had been made in the 
program to reduce Germany to a 
land of agriculture and only light 
industries. He said, however, ‘that 
the council failed to meet today’s 
deadline for drafting a repara- 
tions program, a 

The four Allied powers were 
proceeding on the basis of a Ger- 
man population of 66,500,000, he 
said. Even a minimum standard 
of living with a maximized agri- 
culture program, Draper said, will 
require “large imports of food” 
as well as raw materials. 

“All the delegations agree that 
food imports will represent a sub- 
stantial part of Germany’s total 
import requirements,” Draper ex- 
plained, “but agreement “has not 
been reached on the probable cost 
of these future food imports.” 


78,150 DEAD, 13,983 MISSING 
IN HIROSHIMA, JAPS REPORT 


Total Casualties in Atomic Bomb- 
ing Set at 306,545, Including 
Sick and Homeless. 
TOKYO, Feb. 2 (AP)—The 
atomic bombing of Hiroshima last 
Aug. 6 caused 306,545 casualties, 
including 78,150 killed, the Japa- 
nese central liaison office reported 

to Allied headquarters today. 

The report said 13,983 were miss- 
ing, 9428 seriously injured, 27,997 
slightly injured and 176,987 “gen- 
eral sufferers,” which included all 
those who suffered from sickness 
or minor hurts after the bombing 
and persons made homeless, 


“DARK STAR” DISCOVERED 


NEW YORK, Feb. 2 (AP)—A 
so-called “dark star” has been dis- 
covered.

About one-third of the 40 to ‘50- 
square mile district would be in 
New York state. 

New York City would be interim 
headquarters while the permanent 
site was being prepared. If fa- 
cilities are not available in New 
York City, the committee said, 
Boston or Atlantic City might be 
the interim site. 

While recommending the Con- 
necticut-New York site specifical- 
ly for permanent headquarters, 
the committee also announced it 
is reporting to the U.N.O. General 
Assembly on Hyde Park, N.Y., 
and two areas near Boston—Blue 
Hills and the North Shore—as pos- 
sible sites. 

Selection Up to Assembly. 

Final selection rests with the 
Assembly.

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TRUMAN FAVORS ATOMIC 
CONTROL BY CIVILIAN BOARD 


Government Must Be Exclusive 
Owner and Producer Of 
Materials, He Says 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 2 (AP)— 
President Truman said today that 
a commission for the control of 
atomic energy “should be com- 

posed exclusively of civilians.” 

He also said “the Government 
must be exclusive owner and pro- 
ducer” of materials used in this 
field of new-found power. 

Truman made known his atti- 
tude to Chairman McMahon 
(Dem., Conn.) of the Senate 
atomic energy committee, 

McMahon told a press confer- 
ence that the President’s state- 
ment pleased him “very much 
indeed, because it constitutes an 
indorsement” of the bill McMahon 
has introduced for domestic con- 
trol of atomic energy. 

Truman had suggested a com- 
mission of three full-time govern- 
ment employes, whereas McMa- 
hon’s bill calls for a five-man 
board, 


AGREEMENT ON SUBSTITUTE 
‘FOR ‘FULL EMPLOYMENT’ BILL 


Senate and House Conference 
Committee Work Out Dif- 
ferences on Policy Measure. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2 (AP)—A 
conference committee _ represent- 
ing the Senate and House agreed 
today on a bill setting forth a na- 
tional policy “to promote employ- 
ment, production and purchasing 
power.” 

This bill will be sent to the two 
chambers as a substitute for the 
so-called ‘“‘full employment” policy 
legislation urged by President 
Truman. 

The House and Senate passed 
differing bills, making necessary 
appointment of the conference 
committee to reconcile the view- 
points. The text of the substitute 
bill was not made public imme- 
diately. Members of the confer- 
ence group told reporters that the 
worlds “full employment” do not 
occur in the measure.

EDUCATION BOAND 
STANDS FIRM ON 
REFUSAL 10 GRANT 
S20-A-MONTH RISE 


Principals Told to Dis- 
continue Classes if 
Enough Heat Cannot 
Be Provided to Safe- 
guard Health. 


Most of the city’s public schools 
probably will be closed next week 
by a strike of custodians and ma- 
trons which is scheduled for Mon- 
day at 7 a.m. to enforce demands 
for an average $20-a-month pay 
increase. 

The strike, authorized for some 
time, was at a general 
membership meeting today * at- 
tended by about 370 members of 
the AFL St. Louis Public School 
Custodians and Matrons Union. 

Philip J. Hickey, superintendent 
of instruction, said the decision to 
close would be left to the principal 
at each school who would decide 
whether the building, deprived of 
heat by the absence of the custo- 
dians, would be warm enough to 
avoid any danger to the health 
of the children. 

Union’s Demands. 

The action of the custodian’s 
union today climaxed a nine- 
months dispute in which the union 
sought the wage increase, in ad- 
dition to permanently establishing 
a 10 per cent wartime salary ad- 
justment effective since 1942, and 
a reduction from five to three 
years in the period in which ma- 
trons reach maximum pay. 

There are 141 school buildings, 
housing 90,000 school children, 
which will be affected by the 
strike, Commissioner of School 
Buildings Joseph P. Sullivan said 
today. Not all of the schools are 
serviced by members of the union, 
which claims about 400 of the 443 
custodians and matrons, but pick- 
et lines planned by the striking 
members may prevent non-union 
employes from working. 

The Board of Education will 
stand fast on its refusal to grant 
the demands, Dr. Herbert O. Win- 
terer, board president, said today 
in placing responsibility for the 
strike on the custodians’ union. 
He indicated he may call a spe- 
cial meeting of the board after 
discussing the situation with oth- 
er Members and the executive of- 
ficers of the board. 

“The closing of the schools will 
mean not only a blackout of edu- 
cational opportunities for the chil- 
dren of St. Louis,” Dr. Winterer 
said; “it will also throw out of 
employment for its duration many 
other members of other labor 
unions who are regularly em- 
ployed at prevailing union scales 
in the operation and maintenance 
of the schools.” 

Reasons for Refusal. 

Dr. Winterer based the refusal 
of the board on the grounds pre- 
viously announced, that prevailing 
wages were already higher than 
those paid in this area for sim- 
ilar work and that the board's fi- 
nances would not permit the in- 
crease at this time. 

Declaring it is the responsibil- 
ity of the board not only to keep 
the schools operating but to oper- 
ate them with due regard for 
proper and sound economy, he 
said, “to grant the unwarranted 
wage increase would properly sub- 
ject the board to the deserved 
criticism of the tax-paying public, 
The board has weighed the prob- 
lem with an open mind and has 
yet to see any justification for 
increasing the already fair pay of 
these employes. We can do no 
more.” 

John I. Rollings, secretary of 
the Central Trades Labor Union, 
AFL, who has acted as chairman 
of the union's bargaining commit- 
tee, invited reporters into the 
meeting today to see the unani- 
mous approval of the recommen- 
dation for a strike. 

Statement by Union. 

Rollings said that other union 
members employed in the opera- 
tion of the schools had promised 
to walkout if the board attempted 
to substitute non-union labor in 
the custodial work. The follow- 
ing statement was issued by the 
union at the conclusion of the 
vote today: 

“After nine months of patience 
in the presentation to and consid- 
eration by the St. Louis Board of 
Education, who instead of giving 
honest consideration to the legitt- 
mate request of the employes in 
the custodial service have used 
every means at their command and 
thrown every obstacle into the 
path of the members of Local 118. 

“On Jan. 18, the board called a

COMMUNIST ELECTION CALL 
URGES STRONGER RED ARMY 


Party’s Appeal to Voters Occupies Page and 
Half of Moscow Papers, Is Broadcast 
Every Two Hours. ‘

| MOSCOW, Feb. 2 (AP) — An 
election appeal of the Central 
Committee of the Communist 
party declared today that ‘the 
Communist party will in the fu- 
ture unceasingly struggle for fur- 
ther strengthening of the armed 
forces and the Soviet atate.” 

The appeal, calling on all vot- 
ers to turn out for the Feb, 10 
general election, occupied the en- 
tire front page and half of the 
back page of all Moscow papers 
and was printed in bold type. It 
was broadcast every two hours 
throughout the night. 

Only One Party on Ballot. 

The emphasis which the Rus- 
sians put on security was shown 
in the following excerpt from the 
appeal; 

“Those who desire that the bor- 
ders of the motherland shall be 
inaccessible for the enemy, those 
who strive for further strengthen- 
ing of our Red Army and Navy— 
the true defenders of the mother- 
land—those persons will vote for 
the candidates of the Communist 
and non-Communist bloc.” 

Only one party, the Communist, 
participates in elections in the So- 
viet Union, but some non-Commu- 
nists are elected. On election day 
the voters are offered only one 


candidate for a position—one who 
fs nominated in advance. If a 
voter does not want this candi- 
date, he turns in a blank ballot. 


Acqulsi'lon of Kuriles Cited. 

The election appeal pointed out 
the gains made under the Bolshe- 
vik banner in the war, mention- 
ing especially the acquisition of 
southern Sakhalin and the Kurile 
islands in the Far East. 

“From now on,” the statement 
said. “they will not serve as a 
means of cutting off the Soviet 
Union from the ocean and as a 
base for J >anese drives into our 
Far East, but as a means of di- 
rect connection of the Soviet 
Union h ..e ocean and as a 
base of defense of our country 
from Japanese aggression.” 

The appeal also pointed out the 
establishment of a new frontier 
with Poland as another achieve- 
ment in the war.

The bill would set up a nation- 
al labor-management mediation 
board to attempt to settle indus- 
trial disputes. Management and 
labor would be required to give 
five days’ notice to the board of 
intention to start a strike or lock- 
out.

The measure would permit in- 
junctions against unions in many 
instances and would deny collec- 
tive bargaining rights or re-em- 
ployment rights to workers resort- 
ing to boycotts or violence in 
picketing.

Brewster demanded incredulously.

“The judge whom~- you took 
along with you on your. recent 
trip to Tokyo as reparations com- 
missioner,” said Brewster. 

“Oh, him?” asked the witness. 
“He did?” ° , 

“Yes, and he told me he thought 
it would be a very fine thing if 
you as an oil man were named to 
the Navy post.” 

“That was very thoughtful _ef 
fhim,” Pauley said, drawing a 
brief laugh from some of the 
spectators. 

“T had only seen the gentleman 
once before,” Brewster went on. 
“To say the least, I thought it was 
a most remarkable, a most un- 
usual intervention. Did you send 
him to see me?” 

“No,” retorted Pauley, “I didn’t. 
It must have been entirely gratui- 
tous. I have many eager and ad- 
miring friends.” 

Under further questionfng by 
Brewster, Pauley said he felt he 
had always been loyal to the pub- 
lic interest. 

“And at the same time, to the 
business interests you represent?” 
he was asked. 


“Yes,” said Pauley, coloring. 
While the name of the federal 
judge who tried to persuade Sen- 
ator Brewster to support Pauley 
was not given in testimony, it was’ 
learned that the judge is Pierson 
Hall of Los Angeles, an old friend 
of Pauley’s. Hall’s nomination as 
judge was-fought in the Senate 
Judiciary Committee when it 
came up, but he was finally con- 
firmed. Thursday Senator Tobey 
disclosed as the hearing opened 
that tremendous pressure had 
been brought on him and others 
in the committee to call off the 
hearing and let Pauley go through 
without a fight. 

Truman Told Ickes to Go Ahead. 
Secretary Ickes provided the 
most dramatic moments of the 
hearing when he arrived yesterday 
a few minutes after attending a 
Cabinet meeting at the White 
House. Ickes, the writer learned, 
informed President Truman that 
jhe had been summoned to the 
hearings by telegram, and intend- 
'ed to go and tell the truth. The 
| President of the United States 
told him to go ahead and tell the 
facts. 

Wearing a green-striped shirt, 
dark green tie and gray suit, the 
acknowledged No. 1 curmudgeon 
of the country pushed through 
the jam of spectators to the wit- 
}ness chair. Pauley looked up at 
‘him doubtfully as he passed by, 
tried to smile and nodded, Ickes 
nodded in return, took his seat 
and leaned back. 

“I want to make it clear,” he 
said slowly in his high voice, 
“that I am here at the summons 
| of the chairman of the commit- 
| tee.” 

Ickes, “mbarrassed, Says Yes. 
A tense, heavy silence prevailed 
,/as Senator Tobey asked him: 

“For your information, Mr. 
Pauley in sworn testimony has 
declared that there was no truth 


Pauley, he went on under fur- 
ther interrogation, had also told 
him that he had just visited Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, and Pauley gave 
Ickes the definite impression that 
the President was in accord with 
the necessity for holding back the 
test suit. 

“T didn’t accept that as my in- 
structions,” continued the man 
known as “Honest Harold.” “If 
the President wanted to give me 
any instructions, I knew he would 
do so.” 

Ickes “Confused,” Says Pauley. 

After Ickes departed, Pauley, 
recalled briefly to the witness 
chair, and looking embarrassed 
and flushed, said: 

“T am sure Mr, Ickes was very 
much confused. What happened 
was that there was a party deficit 
of $300,000 at the time, and all I 
did was go to him and try to get 
his personal help in wiping out 
that deficit. 

“I am sure,” he repeated, “that 
Mr. Ickes misunderstood me. I 
am sure what he said was not a 
deliberate misstatement, however.” 

Pauley is a former treasurer of 
the Democratic National Commit- 
tee, 

He agreed that he thought it 
would have “an important bear- 
ing” on the committee’s decision 
on his fitness for the post if the 
committee was convinced that 
Ickes was right and he was wrong 
in their testimony of what took 
place at the conference. 

He acknowledged, in replying to 
Brewster and Tobey, that Ickes’s 
reputation as,& public servant was 
unquestioned, that his integrity 
and moral character were of the 
/highest order, and his memory 
usually unexcelled. 

Ickes had testified also that al- 
ithough he strongly urged Govern- 
|ment approval of the so-called 
|Pauley refinery project, at one 
time, he later opposed it on learn- 
ing the full import of the con- 
tract terms. 


Pauley’s Contradictions. 

'_ On; this subject and _ others, 
Paul y's own testimany, as it now 
|stands in the record, is contradic- 
‘tory, He testified Thursday that 
ithe Government of Mexico had 
formally approved the contract, 
but yesterday, in the face of con- 
trary evidence by witnesses, said 
it was never formally approved by 
Mexico. 

He testified at one point that 
the State of California “always” 
had been paid royalties for the 
extraction of oil on state-claimed 
tidelands, but later admitted he 
had produced “hot oil” and had 
been forced by the state to pay 
$56,000 in back royalties. 

Pauley asserted also under oath 
that he had never tried to stop 
the filing of the government test 
suit, that he had had nothing to 
do with introduction in Congress 
of quitclaim legislation that would 
kill the pending suit, that he had 
never sought to influence public 
officials on either the court ccse 
or the quitclaim legislation in any 
way. On the contrary, he said, he 
had no objection to a court ruling 
and would abide by it. 

Littell, however, testified yes- 


contributed generously to the 
campaign and expected to get 
something for their money.

Back in Washing- 
ton, he went on, Pauley saw 
him further on several occa- 
sions, always bringing up the 
question of the government suit 
and its political connotations. 
At one time Pauley represented 
himself as having just talked to 
Roosevelt, who he said, agreed 
with the Pauley viewpoint. 

Pauley also asked Littell to 
arrange an appointment with 
Biddle, the witness said, and 
this was done, At this confer- 
ence, which Littell said he at- 
tended, Pauley presented drafts 
of quitclaim legislation § that 
would have renounced federal 
claims to the tidelands but 
asserted federal jurisdiction 
beyond the  three-mile limit. 
This proposal was considered 
but later rejected by the de- 
partment. 

This proposed joint resolution, 
presented by Pauley at that time, 
generally followed the purpose of 
the controversial pending qulit- 
claim legislation, which Pauley 
had said under oath he had 
“nothing to do with.” The 
Post-Dispatch disclosed that Pau- 
ley’s personal lawyer, Welburn 
Mayock, whom Pauley installed as 
counsel of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, had telephoned 
to six state attorneys general in 
an effort to get them to back the 
quitclaim legislation. Pauley, in 
his testimony ' yesterday,’ said 
proudly that 45 of the 48 attorneys 
general had voluntarily joined in 
support of the legislation. 


Meantime, public reaction to the 
sensational disclosures at the hear- 
ings gathered momentum, The 
National Farmers’ Union, in a 
statement signed by its president, 
James G. Patton, yesterday called

66,000 Others Idle. 

New layoffs attributable to the 
steel strike have brought to more 
than 66,000 the number of 
ers idle in allied industries. The 
Ford Motor Co., with 18,000 al- 
ready furloughed at its Rouge 
plant In Dearborn, Mich., laid off 
11,300 more in assembly plants at 
Buffalo, Kansas City, St. Paul, 
Chicago, Louisville, Chester, Pa., 
and “Edgewater, N. J. This in- 
creased the total idle in the steel 
strike to 816,000.

The arrest of six professional 
gamblers, known to have partici- 
pated in the high-stakes ‘“‘town 
game” in University City last 
week, was requested today by

Three men already are being 
sought for questioning, but two 
of them have disappeared from 
their usual haunts and are not to 
be found. One, a saloon keeper, 
was found in a St. Louis hospital 
which he entered the morning aft- 
er the holdup for a minor opera- 
tion for an ailment from which 
he had been suffering for many 
months. Detectives were unable 
to question him, however, and he 
will be arrested on his release 
from the hospital. 


“Host,” Bartender Disappear, 


The two who have disappeared 
are the tenant of the apartment 
where the game was held and a 
gambler who was acting as bar- 
tender at the game and was ac- 
cused of having made it possible 
for the holdup men to get into the 
apartment. The bartender is be- 
lieved to have been severely beat- 
en by the victims of the holdup. 
The tenant of the apartment 
formerly was a handbook opera- 
tor in the Jefferson avenue and 
Olive street district in St. Louis. 

One of those whose arrest is 
sought is Sid Wyman, professional 
gambler who once before attempt- 
ed to hold dice games in St. Louis 
county. Last spring he started a 
game in unincorporated territory 


which has not been seen since 
December in the prairie dog vil- 
lage, where it lives, is a notorious- 
ly late spring riser. Last year 
it did not end its winter nap 
‘until March.

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COUNTY JUDGES VISIT 


WELDON SPRING PLANT 


Health Officials Also Inspect 
Facilities Sought for Use 
as Hospital. 


(Pictures in Everyday Magazine) 


Members of the St. Louis County 
Court and county health officials 
yesterday inspected facilities of 
the closed Weldon Spring TNT 
plant, which the county is seeking 
as a hospital for tubercular and 
chronically ill patients and aged 
persons. 

Acting on the suggestion of the 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice, the county last month made 
a request to the Surplus Property 
Administration for the 87-acre ad- 
ministration area, in which is situ- 
ated the former plant hospital, ad- 
ministratfon building, guard build- 
ing, cafeteria and four dormito- 
ries. These facilities could accom- 
modate 350 patients, Presiding 
Judge Luman F. Matthews said. 

The court members yesterday 
studied plats of an additional 1000 
acres of the extensive plant 
grounds, which are desired as 
farm land to make the proposed 
institution as near self-support- 
ing as possible. The Weldon 
Spring property has not been offi- 
cially listed for disposal as sur- 
plus property, although the Army 
in December declared the plant 
surplus. The County Court has 
not determined the exact method 
of acquiring the property, but ex- 
pects to obtain it under a nomi- 
nal lease as a public health fa- 
cility, 

An expenditure by the county of 
about $50,000 will be necessary to 
convert the property into a hospi- 
tal, and operating costs would be 
approximately $150,000 a_ year, 
Judge Matthews said. The pres- 
ent heating and water units, de- 
signed for the entire plant, would 
be too expensive to operate, and 
it will be necessary to put in 
smaller installations. If the plan 
materializes, the court expects to 
acquire 10 of the 32 modern resi- 
dences on the grounds as quarters 
for physicians and nurses. 

Weldon Spring is in St, Charles 
county and is entered from Daniel 
joone Parkway, superhighway 
route of Highway 40. During peak 
wartime operation it had 18 TNT 
“lines” and was the largest plant 
of its kind in the United States. 

The county has 90 tubercular 
patients in the state hospital at 
Mount Vernon and about 100 
chronic and infirm persons in pri- 
vate nursing homes. Conditions 
under which indigent aged are 
cared for have been termed “a 
standing disgrace” by the county 


grand jury.

McAfee Proposes That

1, 1947. It provides that quarters 
may be rented on the issuance of 
permits by the Building Commis | 


| sioner. 


Benefits Without Rent. 

“Although zoning regulations 
have been relaxed,” McAfee said, 
“the committee realizes that deed 
restrictions prohibit multiple oc- 
cupancy in many of the homes in 
St. Louis, Just about every family 
has friends who are veterans in 
need of housing, however, and we 
think they should be willing to let 
these veterans have an unused 
third floor or a carriage house 
without charge. 

“The veterans could use the 
money that would normally be 
paid for rent to fix the place up, 
and the owners would benefit 
through this even though he did 
not receive rent. The committee 
has received an opinion from a 
large law firm, which has handled 
transactions involving many of 
the private districts, to the effect 
that this would be legal.” 

Forum Topic Left. 

The forum was to have been on 
“Your Town and Your Future,” 
but after brief formal talks by 
the participants it settled down 
to a discussion of the housing 
and zoning problems.

A Test of Intentions 


The campaign: to eliminate the East Side 
smoke nuisance has been under way for 45 days. 
These days have been spent in a hustle and 
bustle of organizing activity and talk, but there 
has been more bustle than hustle. What this 
area needs now is a concrete plan for ridding 
itself finally of grime and soot that clog the air. 

At least a hint of action may come Tuesday 
from the meeting of the Area Smoke Committee. 
This group is scheduled to discuss “a plan of 
procedure to rid the East Side of the smoke 
nuisance.” Residents on both sides of the river 
will be watching to see what comes of a dis- 
cussion, 

Forty-five days ago, Mayor Kaufmage ap- 
pealed to 40 East Side industries and 14 rail- 
roads to stop blowing their smoke our way. Then 
he offered the help of this city to communities 
across the river in a campaign to eliminate their 
smoke pall. The Mayor’s action began a five- 
week parade of indorsement, comment and com- 
mittees. 

In this period, there has been an average of 
one news story every three days on the smoke 
campaign. These stories report that East Side 
industries and railroads seem unanimous in 
their desire to clean up their soot and fumes. 
The stories report that the Mayors of East St. 
Louis, Granite City, Madison, Venice and Wood 
River will join the smoke elimination drive. 
Particularly. the stories report about committees. 

There have been nominations and appoint- 
ments and discussions of smoke committees by 
the East St. Louis Chamber of Commerce, the 
Tri-Cities Chamber of Commeryve, the St. Louis 
County Chamber of Commerce, the St. Louis 
County League of Municipalities, the Metropoli- 
tan Plan Association, the East Side Manufac- 
turers’ Association, the officials of a dozen 
towns and maybe a few more that we have 
missed. Finally, the Area Smoke Committee 
has been formed as a committee to include all 
committees, — 

Undoubtedly, all this organization has been 
good and necessary. It takes time to develop 
any effort involving people in two states and a 
number of communities. But 45 days have 
passed, and now that the Area Smoke Committee 
is ready to meet, let us see what it means to do, 
The meeting Tuesday will be a test of intentions. 

The people of this metropolitan area have a 
right to ask about intentions. No one in au- 
thority is likely to brave unpopularity by open 
opposition to smoke control. But some of the 
leaders of the smoke campaign on the East Side 
admit that they have reservations. 

They are suspicious that smoke control might 
injure the Illinois coal market, although the 
facts show that the St. Louis smoke ordinance 
has not done so. They are willing to look for 
mechanical means of blotting out the smoke of 
switch engines, although many of the 150 steam 
engines over there already possess such equip- 
ment, and still belch smoke. They will do every- 
thing in their power to “educate” the people in 
the need for smoke elimination, although the 
people know what smoke is, and are way ahead 
of them. 

What the East Side communities need is not 
talk about smoke, but ordinances to prevent 
smoke. What the East Side railroads need is 
not faulty jet equipment, but smokeless Diesels. 
What the people around here need is not educa- 
tion, but clean air to breathe. 

The East Side residents, who live with their 
smoke all the time, and we on this side of the 
river, who get the soot on the east wind, will 
look to the Area Smoke Committee’s meeting 
Tuesday for some sign of intent to act. So far, 
there has been more smoke than fire in this 
campaign. 
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Two Straws 

At Edgar, Neb., a meeting of 271 farmers 
called for ‘‘a nation-wide farmers’ strike against 
strikes” and voted to withhold their products 
from the market until industrial disputes are 
settled. At Chickasha, Okla., a meeting of 300 
farmers passed a resolution urging the nation’s 
growers to withhold all foodstuffs from the mar- 
ket “until labor and managemeftt get plenty 
hungry and go back to work.” Here are two 
straws in the wind showing growing public im- 
patience with the war on the industrial front. 
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For Action to Close a Loophole 

The lawyer-legislator loophole in the Missouri 
statutes hampers not only the judicial process; 
it also hampers the legislative process. A move 
for introduction of a bill to repeal the present 
law, which makes court continuances mandatory 
when a lawyer member of the Legislature re- 
quests them, has been blocked by the objection 
of one such legislator, Representative Bess of 
West Plains, who frankly says that he has ob- 
tained seven such postponements in his judicial 
district. 

This repeats the old story of the many efforts 
to remove from the books this unfair provision, 
a favorite of defendants who want to delay 
their trials as long as possible. Lawyer mem- 
bers of the Legislature can always be counted 
upon to block the repeal of a measure so profit- 
able to them, 

The only recourse is for the State Supreme 
Court to act, under the rule-making power con- 
ferred upon it by the new Constitution. If the 
court will approve a rule to leave continuances 
in cases involving lawyer-legislators to the dis- 
cretion of the Judge, instead of being manda- 
tory as at present, the interest of the defendant 
and also of the State would be fully safeguarded. 
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That . —om Atmosphere 

Those who ha been patients in hospitals 
and those who have visited them will be inter- 
ested in some candid remarks by Florence 
King, administrator of Jewish Hospital, 

Miss King relates as accepted fact that patients 
are often held in much lower esteem than the 
staff's convenience. With shining exceptions, 
that, of course, is a fact. Hospitals have a 
general institutional coldness, and outright rude- 
ness to patients is not at all uncommon—none of 
which conduces to pleasant or sometimes even 
successful convalescence, 

Whether this staff attitude, as Miss King be- 
lieves, reflects the usual money-hunger of hos- 


pital governing boards may be debatable. It 
does sound like a reasonable connection of 
cause and effect. The big point is, however, 
that a responsible hospital official has made a 
general indictment which deserves systematic 
attention and reformative action by trustees, 
managers and staff members alike. 
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Citizens Win Ground 

St. Louisans have had this week a capital 
demonstration that the power of militant and 
informed public opinion can overcome political 
cabal and political inertia. Embattled citizens 
drove the Aldermen to abandon one obnoxious 
feature in their subterfuge restaurant sanitation 
bill. And, surely in consequence of the same 
swelling indignation, the Mayor came forward 
to fight on their side. 

At the public hearing Tuesday night, the 
Aldermen tried to confuse the audience by run- 
ning in surprise amendments. They offered to 
abandon the provision which would give control 
of enforcement over to restaurant and tavern 
operators. But they did not offer to put in the 
grading provision, without which it has been 
proved in St. Louis (under a gradeless previous 
milk ordinance) that such measures cannot be 
enforced. 

The maneuver failed. Members of the audi- 
ence, speaking for the widest variety of citizens’ 
interests and organizations, demanded an ordi- 
nance with all the essential tested features em- 
bodied in the “model” law used by a long list 
of other cities. And later in the week, the 
Mayor took up their cause and set the City 
Counselor to drafting an Administration bill on 
these specifications. Finally, it began to appear 
that the Aldermen themselves will give up their 
insistence against the grading provision, 

Sometimes, and surely in this protracted 
effort, civic zeal hoes a hard row against the 
undercover alliances of legislators and special 
interests and against the natural propensity of 
executive officials to wait for a popular mandate 
before sticking their necks out. With good rea- 
son, citizens who want clean restaurants can now 
take heart. It is well to remember, however, 
that the battle is not over, and that the classic 
failure of reform efforts is from. neglect to 
follow through and follow up. 
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Protection Against Undesirables 

A letter printed today repeats an editorial 
suggestion offered here some time ago, and 
amplifies the reason for it. Many people who 
would otherwise open up temporary apartments 
in their homes (zoning ordinances permitting) 
may hesitate to do so because OPA rules pre- 
vent ridding themselves of undesirable tenants 
they may chance to get. This trepidation, per- 
haps, is the main reason that the recent survey 
of ‘“‘doubling-up” possibilities found so few 
householders willing to share with the homeless. 

Our correspondent concludes that a special 
exception from the anti-eviction and six-months’- 
notice rule is needed, Families sharing a single 
residence are thrown Into closer intimacy than 
those in ordinary single-occupancy quarters— 
an intimacy which can quickly become intoler- 
able if they do not mix well. And householders 
who undertake now to make room for the home- 
less are for the most part not primarily inter- 
ested in the income to be gained. 

The correspondent does not suggest, nor cer- 
tainly do we, that OPA should breach its stand- 
ard anti-eviction rule as it applies to single- 
occupancy quarters. Furthermore, it is only just 
that OPA ceilings should govern all rental ar- 
rangements of any character. Preserving these 
essentials, however, OPA should provide an 
exception from the anti-eviction rule to cover 
this particular emergency-housing possibility. 
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No Cartelism for Germany 

The maneuverings which are being performed 
by Schering AG, the second largest chemical 
trust in Germany, to make cartel connections in 
the United States, are simply endeavors by war- 
guilty Nazi industrialists to turn defeat into 
victory, 

To go underground is not nearly so practical 
for the potential German war industry of the 
future as to go into the victor’s country and 
there gain sanctuary. And that is precisely what 
any German industry that can be turned to war 
will be doing if it is permitted to enter into car- 
tel agreements with industry in the United 
States or any other country, 

Cartelism was one of the most powerful in- 
struments used to defeat Versailles. It can be 
used to defeat Potsdam if the United Nations 
allow it. For German commerce to be kept from 
going on the rampage again against the peace of 
the world, there can be only one rule in this 
respect. That rule is: No cartelism whatever. 
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One-Way Streets for Traffic Relief 


At last, after much aimless discussion and 
offering of impracticable plans, the effort to re- 
lieve St. Louis’s growing traffic congestion has 
started off on a promising trail: a proposal for 
designation of certain downtown streets as one- 
way thoroughfares. The Mayor’s Traffic Come 
mittee deserves a cheer for bringing this up, 
and the Public Service Co. will deserve another 
if it alters its routes to make the change pos- 
sible. 

The present morning and evening traffic jams 
are aggravated by the fact that around 99 per 
cent of the drivers can use only half of any 
given street, while the remaining 1 per cent or 


so have full sway over the remaining half. 


The space for the great mass of traffic is further 
restricted by the fact that autos are parked 
along many blocks of these streets, a particular 
handicap on such narrow thoroughfares as 
Locust, Chestnut and Pine. Restricting these 
streets, and also Olive, to one-way traffic, and 
forbidding their use for parking should mean a 
real speeding-up of vehicular movement in en- 
tering and leaving the downtown district. 

The.astreet parking ban will, of course, re- 
quire space to be provided elsewhere if it is to 
be effective. Planning to provide such space is 
the next important job before the Traffic Com- 
mittee.

Excellent broadcasting performance can be maintained by removing 
distasteful advertising and sales interruptions in newscasts, edito- 
rial says; radio has been ridden hard by Washington, but can avoid 
even stronger intervention if it corrects some of its shortcomings.

It was the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, we 
believe, which first led a crusade against 
radio's “plug-uglies,” those irritating and 
sometimes nauseating commercials dropped 
into the middle of an otherwise meaty pro- 
gram, 

Since the campaign against such forms 
of advertising started, other. papers have 
joined the fight, with the result that at 
least one network has abolished midway 
commercials, 

Someone has said a listener on Mars 
might gather the impression that Ameri- 
cans are a race peculiarly affected with 
falling hair, arches, teeth and hyperacidity. 
We certainly do make public our bodily ail- 
ments and their alleged cures, 

Two Types of Plugs Criticized 

How many times have you had your at- 
tention arrested by a-good news program 
or the offerings of some entertainer, only 
to be dashed in the face with a stirring 
little message on the functions of your 
liver? Too many, to be sure. 

It would seem that there are two types 
of radio commercials that can be criticized: 
those that are in bad taste and those that 
are badly placed. 


No one will deny that good entertain- 
ment costs plenty of.the sponsor’s money 
and that he has a right to speak his piece. 
But is it necessary to make a double-deck 
commercial sandwich of each program? 


Commercials fore and aft, it seems, should 
advertise any product sufficiently. 

“Look who's talking,” radio people could 
and do say. Newspapers accept advertise- 
ments that could not be read over the air, 
and they place those ads in strange juxta- 
position to certain news stories at times, 
radio and 
newspapers is so fundamental that it hard- 
ly needs pointing out. 


But the difference between 


Listeners Have No Choice 


In a paper, one can read what he likes. 
When the radio is on, you have no choice, 
you listen or you turn it off. 


This bit of criticism should by no means 
be construed as reflecting a desire for the 
staid, stuffy British type of radio entertain- 
ment, We believe a high-type, varied ra- 
dio fare can be maintained by removing a 
few of the undesirable advertising tricks. 

Most American newspapers long ago 
learned that front-page advertising is not 
popular. Neither do they drop a few lines 
of advertising into the middle of the day’s 
top fiews story. It would confuse and an- 
noy the reader, It does the same to the 
radio 


Radio has been ridden hard by the FCC, 
The limitations are many and definite. But 
the industry may avoid some more strin- 
gent ones affecting its advertising if it 
makes an effort to correct some of its 
own shortcomings,

Two Eds: Pauley and Flynn

The Senate, when it gets the nomination 
of Ed Pauley as Under Secretary of the 
Navy, may be reminded of the case of Ed 
Fiynn., 

Mr. Flynn was nominated Minister to 
Australia for political services rendered. He 
was an unworthy candidate for the post, 
but when Mr. Flynn, under an immediate 
urgency of his own, presented the IOU, Mr, 
Roosevelt felt obliged to pay off the debt. 
Accordingly the President, with little faith 
in either the candidate himself or the can- 
didate’s ability to win confirmation, sent 
his name to the Senate. 

It was only a hunting license that Mr. 
Flynn got, but it sufficed to get Mr. Roose- 
velt out of debt. Doubtless the President 
was the least perturbed man in Washington 
when Mr, Flynn went up the Hill with it 
and, finding that he would have landed a 
rebuff, asked the President to withdraw it. 

It may be that Mr. Truman found him- 
self in the same situation as Mr. Roosevelt. 
Ed Pauley is the treasurer of the Dem- 
@cratic party, has seen that the party has 
been well and liberally lubricated and is a 
persistent presenter of his IOU. Mr. Tru- 
man, doubtless with the same lack of en- 
thusiasm as Mr, Roosevelt showed in the 
same circumstances, paid up in the form 
of the present nomination of Mr. Pauley 
as Under Secretary of the Navy. Mr. Paue- 
ley doubtless wants to bag a confirmation

because the post promises a way into the 
Cabinet. 

We suggest that all that Mr. Pauley has 
got is a hunting license. It will be the hope 
of all who have the cause of good govern-

It 
goes back to Colonial days and travels 
through Jim Farley and Franklin Roose 
velt,

President Truman having brought the 
“Show Me” State into new prominence, 
Mr. Woods credits Congressman Willard 
Vandiver of Columbia, Mo., with the origin 
of “You've got to show me!”

In lightly chal- 
lenging a previous speaker, he quipped,

NE of the most delicious 
() cnicxen dinners that is pos- 

sible is one that starts with 
the simmering of a moderately fat 
hen. To obtain the best flavored 
chicken, dumplings and _ gravy, 
here is how to proceed. Buy your 
chicken from a dealer who de- 
mands correct killing and dress- 
ing methods. Clean and wash 
chicken before cutting it up. Cut 
up in the regular number of serv- 
ing pieces and fit together com- 
pactly in at least a three-quart 
saucepan, 

Enough cold water should be 
added to barely cover the chicken 
and then cover with a tight fitting 
lid, heat to boiling and immedi- 
ately reduce the heat to simmer- 
ing and continue to cook at this 
low temperature until chicken is 
tender. If all of these rules are 
followed, the chicken flavor should 
be all that you could hope for. 
The trick of fitting the pieces 
together compactly is important 
because that causes the chicken 
to occupy the leasf possible space 
which in turn calls for less water 
than if the chicken pieces are 
tossed in loosely. The looser the 
arrangement and the more water 
that is used, the thinner and less 
identifiable will be the flavor of 
both chicken and broth. 

Then the cooking at simmering 
and with a close fitting lid fig- 
ures importantly in the quality of 
the chicken flavor. When chicken 
is boiled, the delicate aroma floats 
out into the kitchen air and is 
lost, whereas if the liquid on the 
chicken rarely ever bubbles, it 
does not throw off the fine 
chicke agrance which is closely 
tied fp with the flavor. Once the 
chicken is done, there should still 
be enough liquid to cover it, be- 
cause there has been practically 
no evaporation. And this much 
is needed to do a good job of 
cooking the dumplings thoroughly 
and leave just the right amount 
of slightly thickened gravy to 
serve over both the meat and the 
dumplings. 

If there appears to be an excess 
of fat floating on top of the broth, 
the extra amount should be 
skimmed off (and saved for other 
cooking) before the dumpling 
batter is dropped into the broth. 
If you have one of these new pres- 
sure saucepans, you can produce 
a chicken and dumpling dinner 
in about a third of the time re- 
quired in the regular type of 
saucepan. 


Stewed Chicken With .Dumplings. 
Three and one-half to four 


} pounds stewing chicken, cold wa- 


ter to cover, five to six cups; one 
tablespoon salt, one-half cup flour, 
one-half cup chopped celery, one 
tablespoon chopped onion. 

Clean and _= disjoint chicken, 
Place in a large stewing kettle, 
add water and one-half of the salt, 
Cover and simmer for about three 
hours until chicken is tender. Add 
flour to about one cup of the 
broth and beat with a _ rotary 
beater to blend, Stir into remain- 
ing broth and bring to a boil. 
Remove from heat and drop 
dumpling mixture from a tea- 
spoon onto the chicken. Do not 
allow to settle in the broth. Cover 
tightly, cook over medium heat 
and do not disturb for 20 min- 
utes. Serve immediately. Four or 
five servings. 

Dumplings. 

One and one-half cups sifted all- 
purpose flour, two teaspoons bak- 
ing powder, three-fourths teaspoon 
salt, one tablespoon margarine, 
one egg, well beaten; one-half cup 
milk; two teaspoons. chopped 
parsley. 

Sift dry; ingredients together 
three times. Work in shortening 
with the fingers. Combine egg 
and milk and parsley and add. 
Stir until well mixed.

ARENTS should visit the 
Prscnoois which their children 

attend, The education of chil- 
dren is a partnership job, parents 
and teachers working together for 
the best interests of all the chil- 
dren.

A school is a workshop and 
more.

East had the type of hand that 
some master players open and 
others pass. With.only four-card 
minor suits the pass is usually to 
be preferred, and in this case it 
led to an excellent result, 


South's one no trump was not 
bad, although one spade would 
have been slightly safer. In any 
case, however, it was not this 
choice that proved disastrous—it 
was South’s following action, in 
running from the double to two 
spades. This was the sort of bid 
I referred to in my preamble, Con- 
sider: South could not know what 
decision West was going to make 
in respect to East's delayed dou- 
ble—whether he would make a 
penalty pass or take it out to a 
suit. In the latter event South 
would have nothing to worry 
about, and his four tricks would 
strongly militate against the pos- 
sibility that the opponents could 
“go anywhere.” 

The fact was that South feared 
an leave-in by West. Well, that 
fear was justified—West unques- 
tionably would have passed for 
penalties—but there was still 
North to be heard from! If West 
passed the double, North would 
certainly take it out if he had 
any suit worth mentioning, but— 
and this is the crucial point— 
South virtually barred North from 
the bidding by rescuing himself 


in Phighest ranking suit! From 
South's} point of view any suit 
North ¢Gared to name would fit 


the South hand, so why make it 
impossible to bid two clubs, two 
diamonds or two hearts? 

The doubled spade contract was 
defeated 1100 points, whereas two 
hearts (which North undoubtedly 
would have bid) would have been 
relatively safe.
